Subsequently, he
ente the Classical nud Theologlenl Ssminary
in Pennlogton, N, J., and atter graduating with
the highest honors, was, for three yoars, one of
the most eMeient teachers In that fnstitntion.

From the seminary sr, Willlits went lnto
the pulpll, and jthe first seven yeours of his
ministry was spent ln the Mothodist Cnuaroh,
1o the Jeading churehes of that denomination
In Rexbury and Lowell, Mats, In 1819, he wis
oalled Lo the Reformwed Duten Chareh, 1o Crown
gtreel, above Raco, which was Lthen In a very
embarrassed conditlon, To work successiully
in Lhis coureh was o severs stroggle, but by
hard labor aud the Mmithful es-oporation of the
Httle bund of Onrictidy men and women, the
pews ware all illed wilhin three years, sod Lie
ohurch prétpéred so much that the [losts
ing debts were puld off, and the econ-
gregation freed from linbilities, The bullds
ipg was afterwards sold 1o the eclty for a
market gite, and the Dutob Reformersof Crown
slreet began thelr noble enterprise nt Saventh
and Spring Uarden streets with some $17,000,
This maguificent charch was bolit at & cost of
vpwards of 580,000, nnd whan Rev, Mr. Willitis
left It 1o 1860 the only debl remusining on it was
aboul §15,000, Our readers will remember how
rapldly the eburch on Spring Garden strest
filled up ander the mly ntri,' of Mr, Willitus,
and for a long time prior to Lisseparation from
that lu&o]:la. the editiees, Inree us (U wis, was Loo
small for the crowds Lhal visited iL on Sundays.
The Inoome of the church was annunlly from
one thousand to tifteen hundred dollars 1o ex-

Im 1860, al the sarnost solicltation of thoe lato
Rev, Dr. Bethune Mr. Willitts left the Re-
formed Duteb ubureh hore, nnd took charge of
the Flisi. Reformed Daten Unureh In Brooklyn,
New York. Toul was the oldest ehureh of thal
dénomination In Brooklyn, aod contalned
soveral prominent and wealthy men, but was
very siimly attended, His winlstry Lhere, llke
hore, was greatly bplessed, and soon after his
labors commenced the coogrog ton Inoremsed,
and the churen filed up, The bullding and
church were remodelled at heavy expense, and
in 1864 the oburch contributed ten thousand
dollars for the endowment of Rulgers' College—
one-tenth of the entire endowmeutof that in-
stitution,

In 18685 Mr. Willitts left this strong, healthy,
and wealthy church, nnd took charge of Lhe
celebrated Avenue Relormed Duteh
Chureh, which had been uwearly two years
without & pastor, and whose pcurlﬂ had become

Buch is the history, lu brief, of the distia-
guished clergyman whom Lhe poeople of W est
Arch Btreet Churoh have had the good sense to
call to thelr elegant edifice.  Already several
of the pows have been sold and rented to woll-
known citizens, and by the time Mr. Willitis
commences his pastoral dutles bere (it 1s sald
that will be on Lhe last Bunday In ¢his month),
it will be difficult to purchuse or rent a very
desirable pew In the ctiurch. We are gilad to
welcome Mr, Willitis back to Philadelphin, and
we fot for nim s eareer of great usefufness
and success.
